THE ELECTIUG LIGHT FOR 
MARINE PURPOSES. 



It is reassuring to learn from our 
American exchanges that the electric 
light will soon bo utilized for marine 

purposes, and the danger of collision 
with icebergs or vessels thereby re- 
duced. Convinced of the necessity and 
value of a powerful electric light for 
use on tho bows of ocean steamers as a 
headlight, and also a.s a signal light at 
the maintop, Prof. C. I'. Biiusir, of 
Boston, has been at work for the past 
year upon an apparatus for the pur- 
pose. Ho has succeeded in the at- 
tempt to secure a continuous and per- 
fect focus by an automatic movement 
of each carbon, instead of one ns here- 
tofore. By its use a thick fog bank has 
been pierced throe thousand feet, it is 
said, and 6ne print can be easily read 
two miles away. It is reported to be 
simple in mechanism, and cheap. It is 
claimed timt the iceberg which recently 
struck the Arizona could have been 
seen five miles distant with the aid of 
the electric light. 



Engrlish Mail.

A terrible epidemic of cholera is rag- 
ing in Japan. Last .:\.pril tlio toinbs of 
ft number of soldiers who died from the 
disease in 1877 were opened for the 

performance of religious rites, and the 
infection immediately spread through 
the district. Up to the middle of 
August over -lOjOOO fatal cases had 
been recorded, and up to tho end of last 
month 100,000 persons are believed to 
have died from this fearful plague. 
The Government has exerted itself to 
the utmost. Hospitals have been 
established, and sanitary regulations 
enforced, but so far nothing lias been 
able to check the progress of the epi- 
demic. 

Tho Natal Witness has been inform- 
ed on trustworthy authority that nn 
induna who was pre.scnt at tlio slaught- 
er at Isandula, has given a minute de- 
scription of the deaths of two ollicers, 
believed to bo tho hito Lieutenants 
Pope and Austin, of the 24tb. The Zulu 
says that when surrounding the 2-lth 
at the neck at Tsandulat two 
officers with pieces of glass in their eye 
came forward, shooting at him with 
their revolvers. One fell dead from a 
gunshot, and tho other kept firing his 
revolver at the induna, a bullet graz- 
ing the right side of his neck, another 
grazing tho left side, and another en- 
tering hia leg. The induna then Hung 
an assegai, which entered the ollicer's 
breast. Tho oflicer, with a supreme 
effort, almost succeeded in ])ulling out 
the weapon (here tho Zulu writhed his 
body in pantomino of the movements 
of. the officer), bub tho induna fell on 
him and instantaneously finished his 
dreadful work with another assegai. 
As, on looking through the list of offi- 
cers killed, wo find that none con- 
stantly and conspicuously woro eye- 
glasses but Lieuts. Popo and Austin, 
wc most probably havo hero sorao clue 
to the death of two of tho gallant fel- 
lows who -so nobly laid down their 
lives "for Qiieen and country" on tho 
22nd of January last.

CANADA. 

New York, Nov. 26.- — It is reported 
here that tho mail steamship Bellonn, 
from ^lontreal and Quebec, was driven 
ashoro during a terrible gale at Lake 
St. Peter. No further jiarticulars 
coulil be obtained owing to a tremen- 
dously heavy sea running.

IRELAND. 
SuciO, Nov. 27. — The town was on 
the verge of riot last evening and the 
police had to clear tho streets. They 
were stoned and made several arrests. 
Davitt was serenaded by two bands. 
Police paraded tho streets this morn- 
ing. Further reinforcements have ar- 
rived. No fresh disturbances havo oc- 
curred. It is thought the Government 
intends to remove tho trials of the 
prisoners to Dublin instead of taking 
them to tho county assizes. A larger 
muster of magistrates wero on the 
bench to-day than hitherto. Killen's 
examination is proceeding. Davitt has 
telegraphed to Newcastle that he will 
keep his engagements to speak there on 
Sunday and Monday and will attmd a 
monster meeting at Glasgow.

'J'hough tho 
record of the transfer of tho President's 
shares to Mr. Gilman has mysteriously 
disappeared, it is learned that he will 
have to respond to the calls on tho 
shares transferred to him to qualify.

At last tho rival and conflicting intcf- 
ests in tho various tclophone patents liave 
been harmonized and, so far ns we can 
learn, Professor Bell i.s nia.stor of tlie 
situation. At a, meeting of the telephone 
atock-holders recently held in Boston a 
comprotnisie. was ratified by 'which all 
matters in controversy wore terminated. 
All the companies, with tho exception of 
the Bell Teleplionc Company, agree to 
withdraw from the telephone biusincss in 
tho United States, and under this ar- 
rangement tho wonderful telephone in- 
ventions of Elisha Gray, Thos. Edison 
and Goo. M. Phelps, which wore previ- 
ously assigned to the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. will hereafter ho controlled hy 
tho Boll Co. The sum priid by tlii.s com- 
pany for the privileges thus obtained is 
not stated; but it is understood that tho 
amount was large. JTrom n commercial 
standpoint, however, it is tliought that 
tho purohiiao-monoy was well invested. 
In the very near future tho telophono is 
destined to play an important part as a 
medium of rapid communication and its 
utility at tho present moment is only in 
embryo. It will be a matter of no sur- 
prise, when science has increased its al- 
ready rapid strides, to hear of the old and 
tho now continents being brought into 
communication by moans of this inven- 
tion. 

A Libelled Ship. — A libel Imn boon 
filed at San Francisco in the United .States 
District Court by Millon GriflUh and Jabcz 
Howes against the British ship Eddorsido, 
to recover salvage for towing the sliip to a 
place of safety during the ' rccuiit soiith- 
castcr.

Tho Puget Sound log crop last year ainouut- 
od to 250,000,000 foot. Of these a surplus

main in tho water, which will be entirely 
exhausted by spring. Tho average price 
obtained was $3.50 per thousand.

SHOT iXcHZOAaQ. 

A Frouch Canadian Sdurdorod Toy 
Burglars. 

CiiiOAuo, Nov. 1 3. — The city is ox- 
cited over the most dastardly murder 
that ever disgraced Chicago. A French 
Canadian named P. J. E. Hensloj', 
living at 32 DoKalb street, was shot 
dead by a burglar this morning. 
Ilcnslcy cnino hero from Montreal 
about a j-ear ago, and held a responsi- 
ble po.sitioii at a leading dry-goods 
ostaljlishment. He was su]iporling a 
large family, including liis wife and 
cliild, brothers, sisters and an aged 
inothor. It ni)]U'ars that Heiisley and 
his wife occui)icd the front ciiamber on 
the second floor of iiis house. About 
four o'clock i\lr.s. Hensley was awaken- 
ed by a noise, and noticed a man pasij- 
ing her bedroom door. She awoke her 
husband, wlio wont to the hall door, 
wlioi'o ho found two unknown men, 
with one of whom he grappled, wliore- 
upon two .shot.s were fired. Tho man 
ran down stairs, and llcnsloy followed 
and again grappled with the inon. 
]Moro shots were tired and Hensley fell 
to the floor. His mother, a French 
C'auadiiai, unable to .speak Englisii, 
cried an alarm, and was struck a ter- 
rible blow by ono of the ruffian.s. Tho 
burglars then escaped. A physician 
was summoned, but poor Hensley 
breathed bis last without having spok- 
en. He was shot through tho heart 
and abdomen. Tlie thieves obtained 
an entrance through tlio dining-i'oom 
window. 

Later information shows that two 
other houses in tho neighborhood had 
been burglarized during tho night, and 
it is supposed by the same gang. Tho 
police have made no arrests as yet, but 
expect by nightfall to have captured tho 
murderers. 

The coroner opened an inquest this 
afternoon, but is awaiting further de- 
velopments at the hands of the police. 
Tho excitement in the neighborhood of 
the murder is intense. 

A Miraculous Lamp at a Ooat of Two 
Oeuts-Bdisoti's Frogreas. 

New YoiiK, No\-. 13. — A now oloc- 
triclamp is now being exhibited in 
this city. The electricity is generated 
by a small dj'namo-clcctric machine. 
A pencil of carbon, wliich is heated to 
incadescencG, is hormetioally sealed in 
a glass tube, containing a nitrogen pen- 
cil eight inches long, and it is claimed 
tho pencil will burn three hours a day 
for a year and a half. It costs two 
cents. It was reported yesterday that 
Edison liad perfected his electric light 
but ha now says, ho will give no infor- 
mation whatever concerning it until 
about three weeks from this, when he 
thinks he will bo ])rcparod to give an 
exhibition of the light in his laborat- 
ory. _

Spsoimeaof Petty Tyranny by Rus- 
sian Ifaerietratos. 



The St. Petersburg •Sftjyji OleUcheslwa 
(Anglico, Son of the Fatherland) con- 
tains the following accounts of revolt- 
ing instances of tyi-anny of which tho 
village of Kagaiuik, in Southern Rus- 
sia, was recently tho scene. An in- 
habitant of that place, one Phillip Ka- 
baltschcnko, an inlirm man of GO, was 
summoiipd on tho 29th of September 
before the Burgomaster, and asked if 
ho had brought the remainder of cer 
tain taxes that wore due. Kabaltscheu- 
ko, bowing to tho earth, begged for 
time, as ho had no means whatever of 
paying. ".Vs soon .'is I havo earned 
something," he addcJ, " I will pay all." 
" Wait, you old dog," shouted tho Bur- 
gomaster, "I will find a way of squeez- 
ing tho money from you. * * Bind 
him to tho post." 

In tho twinkling of an eyo two ofli- 
cors seized tlie (i-embling old man, 
bourul him to a strong post in tho 
court-yai'd, and fastened his arras with 
ropes to his back, the Burgomaster 
looking on. 

"Now, old boast," lie cried to tho 
old man, who was bareheaded and mo- 
tionless, " will you jiay your taxes?" 
"Christ is my witness," was the reply, 
"I have not a single copeck." "Tlieu 
you will remain where you are." "Set 
me free for the love of God ; my wife 
and children aro famishing at liome." 
'•Pay what is iluc." "Have compassion 
on my age ; I am the laughing stock of 
tho mob." "Let them laugh, old thief !" 
"I am fainting," groaned the poor 
wretch in a scarcely audible voice, 
"My lads," said th.o tyraiit upon this, 
"give him a shower-bath." The officers 
obeyed by pouring two cans of cold 
water upon tho fainting man, which 
restored him to consciousness. "Now 
unbind him," commanded the tyrant, 
"and take him for a ■walk through tho 
street." This having been done, the 
Burgomaster ordered him to be fasten- 
ed to the public pillory, whore ho was 
kept for the whole night. Police were 
stationed on the spot to prevent com- 
passionate passor.s-by from offering him 
a piece of bread or a glass of water. 
During tho night one of tho old man's 
children, a girl of thirteen, brought her 
father a small roll. The police, seizing 
her, flogged her almost to death, and 
ultimately threw her into prison, The 
rain then began to fall heavily, The 
police sheltered themselves under a 
roof, leaving the prisoner, exposed to 
tho weatlier. On the following day 
the martyr was released, when, being 
unable to walk, ho was conveyed home 
on a cart. The poor man, after linger- 
ing for a fortnight, died in consc([uence 
of the treatment to which he had been 
subjected. 

Tho Fufuro of Butter. 

A di.scovery has been made in con- 
nection with the preservation of butter 
which is of tho most important charac- 
ter, and is likely to revolutionize the 
trade in that commodity. The Ayles- 
bury Dairy Company is an association 
established for the purpose of supply- 
ing families in the West End with 
milk and dairy produce, and doing a 
very large business. On the 24th of 
July last, Sir. Allandor, the managing 
director of the Company, took a quan- 
tity of butter made on tho Company's 
premises at Bayswator, and instead of 
using salt, worked in with tho butter a 
patent jjreparation, the ingredients of 
which are at present a secret, but 
whicb|aro without tasle or smell. Not 
a particle of salt was nscd in tho but- 
ter, wdiich, to t-lie amount of about 100 
Ib.s., was placed in a firkin open and 
exposed to the air, and remained so 
from that dale till yesterday. It was 
then examined in the presence of a 
number of gentlemen interested in the 
experiment and of reporters from the 
■/ariouK newspapers, who were invited 
to be present. I need hardly say that 
butter in the usual way made without 
salt would havo been rancid and utterly 
unfit for use if loft for the same length 
of time in tho same way. But the in- 
gredients used in place of salt had kept 
the butter perfectly sweet, and of the 
Kurae excellent flavor that it had when 
first made, and altogether in as firm 
and good a condition ; in fact, no one 
could tell it from butter made only the 
day before. It is usual to add five or 
six per cent, of salt to Irish butter. 
Tho cost of this preservative will be 
about ^d per lb,; but tho diflference in 
the value of two butters, one of which 
is preserved with salt and tho other 
preserved by this now discovery, would 
be several pence per lb. Tho advan- 
tages that will be derived from this new 
method of preserving butter instead of 
by salt are so great and so obvious that 
it is needless to dwell upon them, and 
there is no doubt that salted butter 
will soon bo displaced by butter* ])ro- 
servcd with this harmless antiseptic, 
which may be applied with equal .suc- 
cess to the in-cserVation of meat, poul- 
try, fis h, and like articles of consump- 
tion. — Eng. Paper.

Aftor Tvoaty-two Yoars. 

Much interest has been excitod in 
England regarding the surrender, trial 
and conviction of Jonathan G.aydon. 
Tho crime of which ho has been found 
guilty was coraraittod at the house of a 
farmer, Mr. Small, at Chingford, on 
tho 21st June, 1857. His wife and he 
had gone to church at half-past 10 
o'clock on Sunday morning. They left 
at home iliss White, his sister-in-law, 
a lady of about 70 years of age. At 
12 o'clock she was found dead ; her 
throat had been cut, and the house had 
been rifled. The mark of. a blow on 
the forehead seemed to show that she 
had knocked down ; and a pocket-knife 
which was found in the sink appeared 
to havo been tho assassin's ■^•capon. 
Suspicion fell on tho son of a small 
farmer, named Jonathan Gaydon, in 
the neighborhood, -who had- just' been 
released from Clielmsford gaol. Ho had 
been seen near tho house on the morn- 
ing of the murder, and he disappeared 
immediately after it. A reward of .£100 
for his apprehension was oQ'cred, but 
no trace of him could bo got. His very 
namo had boon forgotten until last 
month, when he surrendered to the 
police. Twenty-two years elapsed be- 
fore the murderer was placed in the 
dock, and he was then only convicted 
on his own confe ssion. 

Lifo in Loadvillo. 

It is not perhaps wholly a sinecure 
— tho position of minister of the gos- 
pel in Leadvillo. Tho big brothers of 
a young lady having compelled her 
lover to fulfill his promise of marriage, 
this lively episode is reported: "During 
the ceremony tho bridegroom, being 
dissatisfied with some porformauce of 
the clergyman, fired hi.s revolver at 
the divine; tho bullet only whizzing 
past the reverend gentleman's ear, tho 
latter continued the discharge of his 
sacred functions until tho twain were 
ono fiosh. Thereupon, in order that 
all things might be done in the best 
stylo, and according to old-fashioned 
rule, ho stopped forward and kissed 
the bride. At this the jealous bride- 
groom was wroth and smote him.

A BYLAW 

7o Reeulato the Sanitary Oon&itiou of 
the Oity of Victoria. 

Bk it ENACTED by tlio Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corpoftttion of tlio City of Vic- 
toria as follow.s: 

li Itahall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or Buffer to bo occupied, a.s a dwolliug 
any room unless tlio following requirc- 
nionta are complied with, that i.s to .say: 

(a) 1111108.9 such room contain at all 
times at loa.st OS-1. cubic feet of .space 
for each person occupying the saino. 

(b) XJnlc8a such room has a window 
made to open in a manner tipprovod 
by the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of the City. 

C<:) Unless there i.s appui-tenant to hucIi 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
clcaet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Boiird of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupio-s, or 
knowingly suil'ors to be occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every .such of- 
fence to a penalty not e.xceeding .950, in 
tho discretion of any .1 U3tice of tho Pcaco 
before whom ho may be convicted. 

3. Any room in wliich any person passes 
tho night, or the principal part of tho 
night, ehall bo deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of thi.s By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions againbt tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within thrco months (whether 
the persons so convicted wero or were not 
tho same) any Justice of the Peace may 
direct tlie closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of the promises to ■which it bcluiigs, for 
such time as ho ratty deem necessary, 01 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Officor. of tho City pcrnmnontly to 
clbso tho'saino. ' 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
